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1 575 Memoirs of extraordinary Men have 
always been acceptable to the World; and 
much Inſtruction has been gathered from their 
Example. The Mind often feels a Force from 
Facts, when it cannot be reached by Theories; 
and receives that kind of Satisfaction from the 
Proof or Demonſtration of a Truth, which no 
mere Principles, however juſt and correct, can 
poſſibly give it. | | 
To the Chriſtian World, for the ſame Reaſon, 
the Examples of the Heirs of Salvation have been 
ſtill more peculiarly valuable. They find Doc- 
trines of the higheſt and moſt laſting Importance 
confirmed and ſubſtantiated by Teſtimonies and 
Evidences, which are not more ſerious and reviv- 
ing, than full and undeniable. Precious in the 


Sight of the Lomb is the Death of his Saints; 


and precious likewiſe in the Sight of all his 
People. They have ocular Demonſtration, that 
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Grace can and does rife ſuperior to Nature ; ; that 
the weak and feeble in themſelves are frog in 
the Lord and in the Power of his Might; and that 
they are not only promiſed to be, but are, Con- 
querors and more than Conquerors through Him that 
loved them, Theſe Facts, therefore, of God's 
Preſence with his People, in the moſt trying of 
all human Circumſtances, cannot but be eſtimable 
in the Eyes of thoſe Perſons, who look beyond 
the Grave for their Portion, and whoſe Hopes can 
only be filled with Immortality. They are en- 
abled to take Courage from the Chriſtian Heroes 
gone before them, and, ſeeing the Faithfulneſs 
of GoD to his Promiſes in others, are emholdened 
for themſelves to look forward with holy Joy

upon that Period, when Mortality Hall be ſwal- 


lowed up of Life, and when their Place upon 
Earth ſhall know them no more. Contequently, 
they may triumph in the glorious Evidence of a 
better Inheritance, and long for that perfect Con- 
ſummation of Bliſs, whigh they are hereafter to 
ſhare, with the Spirits of juſt Men made perfect, and 
with be general Aſſembly of the Firſt-born, which 
ere written in Heaven. 

For this Purpoſe of Comfort and n 
the following Account of the late Reverend and 
Learned Mr. Avousrus MoxraAuvE FoPLay is 
compiled. If the Reader from hence receive any 
good Hope through Grace, to paſs through the 
angel of the Shadow of Death and to fear no 


Evil, 
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1 as he paſſed; the End will be anſwered, 


for which this Memoir is penned, and for which 


alone it ought to be deſired. The Doctrines, 


preached by | this able Divine, were brought into 
his own Experience by the Grace of his Re- 
deemer, and were his Joy and Triumph in the 
Article of Death: And if the ſame Effect is wrought 
upon the Hearts and Conſciences of other Chat 
tians, through his Example; it would be the higheſt 
Accompliſhment of bis Wiſhes, as it would be a 
preſent Evidence to hemſelves of their hereafter 
rejoicing with him, where he is rejoicing, “ in 
the Heaven of Heavens, to all Eternity.“ 
'Tis this Demonſtration of Experience, or. the 
Proof of the Chriſtian Doctrine upon Fact, that 
comforts and lifts up God's People in their laſt 
Hours; for this (as a very gracious Man ob- 
ſerved} © goes much tarther than the Judgement, 
« and paſſes the Strength of mere natural Under- 
” ſtanding ; and hence we feel, we taſte, we en- 
« joy; yea, the very Voice of Chriſt is heard in 
&« the Soul, by which we know that wwe are hrs, 
i and that he is our's.” Tis the Shield of Faith 
alone, which repels the Terror of Death. and 
quenches the fery Darts of the Devil. 

His Father was Richard Toplady, Eſq; a Major 
in. the Army, and his Mother Catharine Bate, 
Siſter to the late Rev. Julius Bate, and to the 


Rev. Mr. Bate, Rector of St. Paul's, Deptford, 


by whom they were married, at the ſaid Church, 
on 
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on Dec. 31ſt, 1737. They had Iſſue one Son, 
Francis, who died in his Infancy, and afterwards 
Mr. Auguſtus Toplady, the Subject of our Memoir, 
who was born at Farnham, in Surry, on Tueſday, 
November the 4th, 1740, and there baptized. His 
Godfathers were Auguſtus Middleton and Adolphus 
Montague, Eſquires; in reſpect to whom, he bore 
the Chriſtian Name of the one, and the Surname 
of the other. His Father died at the Siege of Car- 
thagena, ſoon after his Birth. He received the 
Rudiments of his Education at Weſtminſter 
School ; but, it becoming neceſſary for his Mo- 
ther to make a Journey to Ireland to purſue ſome 
Claims to an Eſtate in that Kingdom, he accom- 
panied her thither, and was entered at Trinity 
College in Dublin, at which Seminary he took his 
Degree of Batchelor of Arts. Being awakened 
to the Knowledge of Gop and of his own Heart, 


he proſecuted his Studies for the Miniftry of the 


Goſpel, with the moſt indefatigable Ardor. He 
thought, and thought juſtly, that Men in the mcſt 
ſacred and important of all Profeſſions ſhould be 
qualified in every reſpect for their Function; and 
that Scioliſts in the clerical Office were, generally 
ſpeaking, more inexcuſable and more dangerous, 
than Empirics and Pretenders in the other Buſi - 
neſſes of Life. As he abhorred the Popiſh Te- 


net, that Ignorance is the Mother of Devo- 


* tion;“ ſo his Wiſh, as well as his Duty, was to 
be thoroughly furniſbed, and to avoid the Preſump- 
tion 
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tion of teaching the Enorant and thoſe that are out 


of the Way, without having the Knowledge, as 


well as the Grace, indiſpenſably requiſite for that 
Purpoſe. He could not but believe, with ſome 
other great and good Men, that he muſt be very 
much unqualified to explain the Scriptures to 
others, without being acquainted himſelf with the 
Languages in which they were written, and with 
thoſe other invaluable Books upon religious Sub- 
jects, which have been handed down, in the 
learned Tongues, through a long Succeſſion of 
Ages. Of courſe, therefore, he was diligent in 
all human Attainments: And the Church will 


undoubtedly witneſs the Advantages ſhe has re- 


ceived from this happy Conjunction of ſpiritual 
and natural Endowments. Thus prepared, by 
Grace in his Soul and Knowledge in his Under- 
ſtanding, which was naturally clear and ſtrong, 
he received Orders on Trinity Sunday, the 6th of 
June, 1762; and, after ſome Time, was inducted 


firſt into the Living of Blagden in Somerſetſhire, 


and afterwards into that of Broad Hembury in De- 
vonſhire, In both theſe Retirements he purſued 
his Labors with unremitting Aſſiduity, and com- 
poſed moſt of thoſe Writings, which will render 


Servige to the Church, and do Honor to his Me- 


mory, while Truth and Learning ſhall be eſteemed 
valuable among Men. f 


He had, for ſome Years, occaſionally viſited 
and ſpent ſome Time in London; but, in the 


Year 17755 finding his Conſtitution much im; 
I paired 
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1 
paired by the moiſt Atmoſphere of Devonſhire, 
with which it never agreed, he removed to Lon- 


don entirely, after dle unſucceſsful Attempts to 


exchange his Living for another, of equivalent 
Value, in ſome of the middle Counties. Here, 
by the Solicitation of his numerous Friends, and 
from a Deſire to be uſeful wherever the Divine 
Providence might lead him, he engaged the 
Chapel, belonging to the French Reformed, 
near Leiceſter Fields ; where he preached twice in 
the Week, while his Health permitted, and after- 
wards occaſionally, as much as, or rather more 
than, he was well able to do. In this Miniftra- 
tion, it pleaſed Gop to remove him, by a ſlow 
Conſumption, from the Church militant on Earth, 
to the Church triumphant in Heaven, on Tueſday 


the 11th of Auguſt, 1778. His Body was buried, 


agreeable to his own Deſire, cammunicated to 
ſome Friends, in Tottenham Court Chapel on the 
Monday following; where, though his Wiſhes, 
like thoſe of the famous St. Ba,, were againſt 
all Parade and Obſervation, it was attended by a 
numerous Concourſe of People, many of whom 
ſeemed deeply ſenſible of the Loſs of fo able a 
Pillar in the Church of Gop. 


It would be unneceſſary i in this Place to- ſay 
any thing of his Writings. They ſpeak for them- 


ſelves, and ſhew the eminent Abilities and Learn- 
ing, which through Grace were given him. A Ca- 
talogue of his Publications is ſubjoined ; and there 
are ſome other Pieces, which, after the ſigning of 
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his laſt Will and Teſtament, he gave Leave to 
his Executor to diſpoſe of, as he might think pro- 
per, and which probably may hereafter appear. 
It is right, however, to inform the Reader, that 
his intenſe Application to Study, which he fre- 
quently purſued through the Night to three and 
four o'Clock in the Morning, ſeems to have been 
the Means of inducing his Diſorder, and of ac- 
celerating his End. From this ſevere Purſuit, fo 
long as his Body was able to bear it, he could 
not be diſſuaded. 

He thought himſelf called upon to affert and 
maintain the Truths of the Goſpel; and he was 
reſolved to relinquiſh this Duty only with his 
Breath. To a Friend, who had expreſſed ſome 
Concern for his Health, upon Account of his 
cloſe Applications, ſome Time before his Diſor- 
der was confirmed, he wrote the following Words : 
* Gop give us to fink deeper and deeper into 


his Love, and to riſe higher and higher into 


the Image of his Holineſs! And thoroughly 
e perſuaded I am, that, the more we are enabled 
to love and reſemble Him, the more active we 
„ ſhall be, to promote his Glory, and to extend 
4c his Cauſe, with our Lips, our Pens, our Lives, 


our All. Be this our Buſineſs, and our Bliſs, 


£ on Earth. In Heaven, we ſhall have nothing 


to do, but to ſee Him as He is, to participate 


« his Glory, and to fing his Praiſe, in delightful, 
in never-ending Concert with Angels, with 
B « Saints 
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© Saints who are got home before us, and with 
e thoſe of the Elect, whom we knew and loved 
& below. I would not give Six-pence for a Friend- 
e ſhip, which Time and Death are able to quench. 
* Our Friendſhip is not of that evanid Species. 
] can, therefore, ſubſcribe myſelf, - 


“Ever and for ever your's in CHRIST. 


Here we ſee the great Spring and Motive of his 
Labors, and the Object which directed his Acti- 
vity in his Maſter's Service. He had the deſir- 
ed Satisfaction to ſee his public Miniſtrations, 
both by Word and Writing, extenſively bleſt : 
And there are many left behind him, who will 
doubtleſs be his Joy and Crown of rejoicing in 
the Day of the IL. ORD Jesvs. Like Luther, he was 
beſeis acerrimus, a very cutting Adverſary to Er- 
ror; and his Love to Truth was as ſtrong and 
ardent, as his Abilities were quick and powerful 
to defend it, when attacked or oppoſed. Wit- 
neſs his own Expreſſions in a Letter to the Friend 


abovementioned, upon the Defection of ſome Per- 


ſons from the Cauſe of Truth: * For my own

* Sword of the Spirit in my Hand; and, as Dr, 


* Young expreſſes it, Never to put off my Armor, 


te jill I put on my Shroud.

Arian Hereſy on its Appearance, that he was 
one of the firmeſt and the firſt of the whole Band 


who contended for the Truth,” might, withour 
Exaggerarion, be applied ro Mr. Toplady, in his 


Oppoſition to the reigning Heterodoxy of Armi- 


nius. Nor did he fail of his Wiſh : He had (as it 


were) taken Meaſure for his Shroud, before he 


laid down his Pen. His Style was nervous and 
maſculine ; his Language eaſy and flowing, with- 
out being florid or diffuſe ; and his Arguments 
cloſe, clear, and pertinent. In a Word, he was 


to the Oppoſers of Truth a Boanerges; but to 


its Friends a Barnabas. 

He had no Preferment in the Church beſides 
the Vicarage of Broad Hembury, which, as his Mind 
could never brook the Idea of living ill with his 
Pariſh upon the Accountof Tythes, did not amount, 


communibus annis, to Eighty Pounds a Year. For 


this Living he exchanged the other above mention- 
ed, about eight or ten Miles diſtant, that had been 
procured for him by his Friends ina Mode, which 
(though uſual enough) his Conſcience could nor 
approve and therefore, when he became acquaint- 


ed with che Manner of their Diligence, which was 
not for ſome Time afterwards, he could not reſt 


ſatisfied till he had parted with it. He did not ſeek 


Preferments; becauſe he could not ſolicit them i in 
the common Way. His own Account of his en- 


gaging in the paſtoral Office, in the Introduction 


to mat maſterly Work, entitled “ Hiftoric Proof 
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of the doctrinal Calviniſm of the Church of England, 


is too remarkable to be omitted here; *I] bleſs 


„ Gop (ſays he) for enabling me to eſteem the 


« Reproach of Chriſt greater Treaſure, than all the 
« Applauſe of Men, and all the Preferments of 
&« the Church. When I received Orders, I ob- 
&« tained Mercy to be faithful; and, from that 
c Moment, gave up what is called the Horld, fo 
« far as I conceived it to interfere with Faith and 
sa good Conſcience, The Oppoſition, which I 
« have met with, in the Courſe of my ten Years 
„ Miniſtry, has been nothing, compared with 
* what I expected would enſue on an open, Ready 
« Attachment to the Truths of Gop.” He could 
ſay with Archbiſhop Warbam, Satis viatici ad ca- 
lum : He had enough to carry him to Heaven, 
and but very little more. How rarely, in theſe 
Times, do we find either Principle or Conduct ſo 
truly exemplary ! 

But the View of this good Man's laſt Sickpef 
and Death is principally intended here. He met 
the King of Terrors, diſarmed of his Terrors 
through the Grace of his Saviour, and found him 
an Angel, a Meſſenger of Peace. He had long 
been viſibly declining in his Health; but could 
only be prevailed upon to reſtrain from Preach- 
ing, for ſome Time before his Deceaſe, by the ex- 
preſs Injunction of his Phyſician, and the parti- 
cular Intreaties of his Friends. Indeed, his 
Feebleneſs of Body, for ſome Months before his 

End 
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End, was ſuch, that, when he attempted to ſpeak 


in Public, he could ſcarce be heard for the few 
Minutes he was able to ſtand, and ſeemed almoſt 
like a Man lifted up to preach from the Grave. 

As his outward Man waſted and decayed, his 
inward Man was refreſhed and renewed Day by 
Day. Towards the Cloſe of his mortal Life, 
the Conſolations of Gop in him were neither ſmall 
nor few. He looked, not only with Compoſure, 
but Delight, on the Grave; and groaned earneſtly 
for his heavenly Habitation, He had conſtantly, 
to uſe Dr. Young's Expreſſion, 


One Eye on Death, and one full fix'd on Heav' n. 


In this Reſpect, he moſt happily exemplified his 
own Obſervation, communicated upon the Death 
of a Friend. I have long obſerved, (ſays he) 
that ſuch of Gop's People, as are leaſt on the 


„Mount while they travel to Heaven, are higheſt. 


* on it, and repleniſhed with the richeſt Diſcove- 
« ries of Divine Love, in the cloſing Scene of 
Life. When they come in actual View of that 
„River, which parts the Church below from the 
Church above, the cceleſtial City riſes full in 
« Sight; the Senſe of Intereſt in the Covenant 
* of Grace becomes clearer and brighter; the 
% Book of Life is opened to the Eye of Aſſur- 
« ance; the Holy Spirit more feelingly applies 
the Blood of Sprinkling, and warms the Soul 
« with that Robe of Righteouſneſs which IEsus 
* wrought. The once feeble Believer is made to 
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„ be as David. The once trembling Hand is 
enabled to lay faſt Hold on the Croſs of Chriſt. 


„The Sun goes down without a Cloud. 


“ Weighty and beautiful are thoſe Lines of Dr.

% Fuſt ſuch is the Cbriſtian— lis Race he begins, 
&« Like the Sun, in a Miſt, when hemourns for his Sins, 
r And meltsinto Tears.

To ſeveral of his Friends, who viſited him in 
the laſt Stage of his Decline, he uſed many 
ſtriking Expreſſions of che Comforts vouchſafed 
him, and of the ſweet Earneſts of Glory which he 
felt in his Soul. Some of theſe Friends com- 
mitted to Paper ſeveral of his moſt remarkable 
Words, for their own Memory and for the Sa- 
tisfaction of others. 

In Converſation with a Gentleman of the 
Faculty, not long before his Death, he frequently 
diſclaimed with Abhorrence the leaſt Dependence 
on his own Righteouſneſs, as any Cauſe of his 
Juſtification before GOD, and ſaid that he rejoic- 
ed only in the free, complete, and everlaſting Sal- 
vation of GOD's Elect by Zeſus Chriſt, through the 
Sanctification of the Holy. Spirit. We cannot ſa- 
tisfy the Reader more than by giving this Friend's 
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own Relation of his Intercourſe and Converſa- 
tion. A remarkable Jealouſy was apparent in 
his whole Conduct, for Fear of receiving any 
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Part of that Honor, which is due to Chriſt 


alone. He deſired to be nothing, and that 


Feſus might be all, and in all.—His Feelings 


were ſo very tender upon this Subject, that I 
once very undeſignedly put him almoſt in an 
Agony, by remarking the great Loſs, which 


the Church of Chriſt would ſuſtain by his Death, 


at this particular Juncture. The utmoſt Diſ- 
treſs was immediately viſible in his Countenance, 


and he exclaimed to this Purpoſe; What ; by. 


my Death? No ! By my Death? No. —Jzsvs 


CuRisT is able, and will, by proper Inſtruments, 
defend his own Truths.— And with Regard to 


what little I have been enabled to do in this Way; 


not to me, not to me, but to his Name, and to. 
* that only, be the Glory. 


„ Conveiling upon the Subject of Election, 
he faid; That Gop's everlaſting Love to his 


choſen People; his eternal, particular, moſt free, 
and immutable Choice of them in Chriſt Jeſus ;. 


was without the leaſt Reſpect to any Work, or 


Works, of Righteouſneſs, wrought, or to be. 
wrought, or that ever ſbould be wrought, in them 
or by them: For God's Election does not depend 


upon our Sandctiſication, but our Santtification de- 


pends upon God's Election and Appointment of

« was ſo affected with a Senſe of God's everlaſt- 
ing Love to his Soul, that he could not refrain 

* from burſting into Tears, | 
“The more his bodily Strength was impaired, 
« the more vigorous, lively, and rejoicing, his 
„ Mind ſeemed to be. From the whole Tenor 
& of his Converſation during our Interviews, he 
appeared not merely placid and ſerene, but 
« he evidently poſſeſſed the fulleſt Aſſurance of 
e the moſt triumphant Faith. He repeatedly 
e told me, that he had not had the Shadow of a 
„ Doubt, reſpecting his eternal Salvation, for 
« near two Years paſt. It is no Wonder, there- 
e fore, that he ſo earneſtly longed to be diſſolved 
« and to be with Chriſt. His Soul ſeemed to be 
« conſtantly panting Heaven- ward; and his De- 
« fires increaſed, the nearer his Diſſolution ap- : 
2 * proached. A ſhort Time before his Death, at I 
« his Requeſt, I felt his Pulſe; and he deſired 7 
eto know, what I thought of it. I told him, that

him very ſoftly, and aſked, if his Conſolations 
continued to abound, as they had hitherto 
done. He quickly replied; O, my dear Sir,

% noon (Glory be to bis Name!) 1 have enjoyed 
* ſuch a Seaſon, fuch ſweet Communion with God, 
* and ſuch delightful Manifeftations of his Pre- 
e ſence with, and Love to my Soul, that it is im- 
* poſſible for Words, or any Language, to expreſs 
« them. I have had Peace and Joy unutterable i 
* And fear not, but that God's Conſolations and 
* Support will continue. But he immediately re- 
collected himſelf, and added, hat have J 
« ſaid? GoD may, to be ſure, as à Sovereign, 
** hide his Face and his Smiles from me; however, 
* [ believe he will not; and if be fhould, yet ftill 
* will I truſt in him: I know 1 am ſafe and ſe- 
„cure; for his Love and his Covenant are ever- 
& laſting.” 

To another Friend, who, in a Converſation 
with him upon the Subject of his Principles, had 
aſked him, whether any Doubt remained upon his 
Mind reſpecting the Truth of them; he an- 
ſwered ; Doubt, Sir, Doubt ! Pray, uſe not that 
Word, when ſpeaking of me. I cannot endure the 
Term; at leaſt, whils GOD continues to ſhine 
upon my Soul, in the gracious Manner He does now : 
Not (added he) but that 1 am ſenſible, that while, 
in the Body, if left of Him, I am capable, through 
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the Power of Temptation, of calling into Queſtion 
every Truth of the Goſpel. But, that is ſo far 
from being the Caſe, that the Comforts and Mani- 
feſtations of his Love are ſo abundant, as to ren- 
der my State and Condition the moſt deſi rable in the 


World. I would not exchange my Condition with 
any one upon Earth. And, with reſpef# to my 
Principles; thoſe bleſſed Truths, which I have been 


enabled in my poor Meaſure to maintain, appear 


to me, more than ever, moſt gloriouſiy indubitable. 
My own Exiſtence is not, io my Apprebenſion, 
greater Certainty. 


The fame Friend calling upon him a Day or 


two before his Death, he ſaid, with Hands 


claſped, and his Eyes lifted up and ſtarting with 


Tears of the moſt evident Joy, O my dear Sir, 
I cannot tell you the Comforts I feel in my Soul: 
They are paſt Expreſſion. The Conſolations of GOD 
to ſuch an unworthy Wretch are ſo abundant, that 
Ne leaves me nothing to pray for, but a Continu- 
ance of them. I enjoy « Heaven already in my 


Soul. My Prayers ase all converted into Praiſe. 


Nevertheleſs, I ao not forget, thai J am ſtill in the 


Body, and liable to all! :hojc diftreſſing Fears, which 


are incident to human Nature, when under Temp- 


tation and without any ſanſibie divine Support. But, 


ſo long as the Preſence of GOD continues with me 
in the Degree I now coy it, I cannot but think, 
that ſuch a deſponding Frame is impoſſible. All

this he ſpake with an Emphaſis, the moſt ardent 
that can be conceived. 

Speaking to another particular Friend upon 
the Subject of his DYING AvowaL,”. (a Pa- 
per which he publiſhed a little before his Death, 
reſpecting a Report which was ſaid to have been 
raiſed of his recanting his Writings) he expreſſed. 
himſelf thus; My dear Friend, thoſe great and 
glorious Truths, which the Log, in rich Mercy, 
has given me to believe, and which He has enabled 
me (though very feebly) to ſtand forth in the De- 
fence of, are not (as thoſe, who believe not or op- 
poſe them, ſay) dry Dottrines, or mere ſpeculative 
Points. No. But, being brought into practical 
and heart-felt Experience, they are the vory Foy 


and Support of my Soul; and the Conſolations, 


flowing from them, carry me far above the Things 
of Time and of Senſe. Soon afterwards he added; 
So far as I know my own Heart, I have no Deſire, 
but to be entirely paſſive; to live, to die, to be, to 
do, to ſuffer, whatever is GOD bleſſed Will con- 
cerning me; being perfectly ſatisfied, that, as He 
ever has, ſo He ever will, do that which is beſt con- 
cerning me; and that He deals out, in Number, 
Weight and Meaſure, whatever will conduce moſt 

to his own Glory, and to the Good of his People. 
Another of his Friends, mentioning likewiſe

To the ſame Friend, converſing upon the Sub- 
ject of his Sickneſs, he ſaid z Sickneſs is no Af- 
Hiction; Pain no Curſe , Death itſelf no Diſſolu- 
Hon. . 

Mr. Toplady had not learned the Doctrines of 
Grace in a human School; and it is no Won- 
der, therefore, that the Teacher, from whom he 
obtained them, neither ſuffered him to forget nor 
forego them. Writing, ſome Time ſince, to a 
Friend he had long eſteemed, he uſed theſe 
Words, reſpecting his own Converſion : *I well 
„remember, that, when I firſt began to diſcern 
« ſomething of the Abſurdities and Impieties of 
e Arminianiſm z my Mind was in a State of Suſ- 
« pence, for many ſucceeding Months. Dr.

3 O that I bad Wings like à Dove, then would I flex 
away to the Realms of Bliſs, and bs at R for 
ever | O that ſome Guardian Angel might be com- 
miſſioned; for ] long to be abſent from this Body, 
and to be with my Loxp for ever. Being aſked 
by a Friend, if he always enjoyed fuch Mani- 
feſtations, he anſwered ; I cannet ſay, there are no 
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© Intermiſſions; for, if there were not, my Conſola- 
F tions would be more and greater than I could poſs 
fibly bear; but, when they abate, they leave ſuch 
I an abiding Senſe of GOD's Goodneſs, and of the 
iy Certainty of my being fixed upon the eternal Rock 


CHrisT JESUS, that my Soul is ftill filled with 
Peace and Joy. 


At anather Time, and indeed for many Days 
together, he eried out, O what a Day of Sun- 
Sins bas this been id ms! 1 have not Words to eu- 
Preſs it, It is unutterable. O, my Friends, bow 
goed is GOD! Almoſt without Intirruption, bis 
Preſence bas been with me. And then, repeating 
0 Paſſages of Scripture, he added, bat a 
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great Thing it is to rejoice in Death ! Speaking of 


Cur1sT, he faid, His Love is unutterable! He 
was happy in declaring, that the viiith Chapter 
of the Epiſtle to the Romans, from the 33d to 
the End of the fix following Verſes, were the Joy 
and Comfort of his Soul. Upon that Portion 
of Scripture he often deſcanted with great De- 
light, and would be frequently ejaculating, Lord 
Feſus ! why tarrieſt Thou ſo long ! He ſometimes 
faid, I find as the Bottles of Heaven empty, they 
are filled again; meaning, probably, the conti- 
nual Comforts of Po which he abundantly 
enjoyed. 


When he drew near his End, he faid, waking 
from a Slumber ; O what Delights ! Who can fa- 
thom the Joys of the third Heaven? And, a little 


before his Departure, he was bleſſing and praiſing 
GOD for continuing to him his Underſtanding in 
Clearneſs; but (added he in a Rapture) for what 
7s moſt of all, his abiding Preſence, and the ſhining 
of his Love upon my Soul. The Sky (ſays he) is 
clear; there is no Cloud: Come, Loxp n 
come quickly ! 

Within the Hour of his Death, he called his 
Friends and his Servant, and aſked them, If they 
could give him up: Upon their anſwering in the 
Affirmative, ſince it pleaſed the Loxp to be fo 


gracious to him, he replied; O what a Bleſſing it | 
is, you are made willing to give me up into the 


Hands of my dear . Redeemer, - and _to part with 
3 me:

me : It will not be long before GOD takes me; for 
a0 mortal Man can live, (burſting, while he ſaid 
it, into Tears of Joy) after the Glories, which 


GOD has manifeſted to my Soul. Soon after this 


he cloſed his Eyes, and found (as Milton finely 
expreſſes it) | 


— A Death like Sleep, 
A gentle Wafting to immortal Life. 


Thus departed from this preſent evil World 
the Reverend Mr. ToeLapy, and, now delivered 
from Sin and Sorrow, is doubtleſs employed in 
Thankſgivings, where the Wicked ceaſe from 
Troubling, and where the Weary are at Reſt. 
May thoſe, who read this Account of him, be 
alſo prepared for the Lorp's Appearing, that 
they, together with him and Myriads of bleſſed 
Spirits gone before him, may inherit the Promiſes ! 
As a controverſial Writer, he could not fail of 
making many Enemies, whoſe Errors he had freely 
attacked, and who may therefore be diſpoſed to 
conſider him, not in the moſt candid View. But the 
Time 1s at Hand, when both they who revile, 


and they who are reviled, muſt all appear before 


the Judgement- Seat of Cuxisr: Let no Man, 
therefore, judge before the Time, until the LoRD 
come, who will make manifeſt the Counſels of the 
Hearts, Real Chriſtians, reſpecting their ſpi- 
ritual Life, have but one Object to view, which 
is JEHQyar their Redeemer; and but one Rule 
79 
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to follow, which is his ever-bleſſed Word. And 


with reſpect to each other, Lururk's favorite 
Saying may be received for a Maxim; „That 
CHaRITY beareth all Things, and yieldeth all 
Things; but Farrn, Nothing.“ In Heaven, all 
the Faithful have but one Heart and Soul, what- 
ever Differences or Denominations they may have 
borne below. In the mean Time, happy are 
they, who can ſo bear and forbear, as not to 
give up the Truth, which is to be ſacrificed to 
no Man; and yet can ſo aſſert it, when called 
upon by Divine Providence, as neither to court 
nor to fear the Faces of any.
